REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed February 24, 2005, Applicants 
elect group III, claims 51-53 with traverse. As for the election of species requirement, 
this is moot in view of the election. Should an election of a cytokine still be required, 
applicants elect GM-CSF. If the examiner requires election of a cytokine listed in 
original claim 39 (now canceled), applicants elect interferon-gamma. 

Applicants have canceled non-elected claims 1-50 amended claims 51 and 53, 
added new claims 54-68 and present the following remarks. Claims 51-68 are pending. 

Because the elected group were multiply dependant claims, language from earlier 
non-elected claims was incorporated into these claims and new claims added to avoid the 
need to be dependent on non-elected claims. All of the pending claims relate to specific 
novel methods for producing a composition. An action on the merits of these claims is 
respectfully requested. 

If needed, applicants petition for sufficient extension of time for consideration of 
this paper.
